New Book On Pennsylvania 


Every aspect of our great 
commonwealth's progress is 
presented in "PENNSYLVANIA: 
Birthplace of a Nation," pub- 
lished this month by Random 
House. This first full one- 
volume history of the state, 
written by former State His- 
torian Sylvester K. Stevens,

Ton became a mural painter 
like his father, and a success- 
ful designer of stained glass 
windows and church decora- 
tions. Together they transfér- 
red their studios to Doyles- 
town. The step by step proce- 
dure of this work to complete 
a stained glass window from 
the sketchboard of Ton Albers' 
Studio, to the ten feet or more 
stained glass windows in a 
church is indeed an interesting 
work of art. 

The artist is first commis- 
sioned to do the windows by 
a stained glass agency. Most 
commissions present some kind 
of a sketch of the idea of de- 
sign, they want the artist to 
make for them. But Ton has 
done this work for so long that 
they just convey to him an idea 
of what they would like to 
have, and he makes a rough 
sketch from their suggestion. 
From this rough sketch he pro- 
duces a colored picture for the 
customer's approval, or for 
any changes to be made before 
the work is actually started. 
For example: if Ton is com- 


times the windows are so big, 
that Ton has the pattern hang- 
ing from the top of the wall 
and across the floor. He has to 
work with scale and sketch 
pencil in his stocking feet, in 
order not to walk on the paper. 
It really looks a lot like a dress 
pattern, before it is cut. The 
windows are usually twelve 
feet high but sometimes are 
higher. 

He then traces this pattern, 
for the glass cutter to use to 
cut his glass, and takes both 
the patterns to the shop where 
the glass is cut. Sometimes he 
picks out the colors of the 
glass right in the shop. Most 
of the glass is imported from 
Europe, but there are now a 
few places where it is made 
in the United States. At all 
times he watches his work, 
from sketchboard until the 
windows are installed in the 
church. When the glass is cut, 
it is leaded together, and 
strengthened with criss-cross 
iron bars, which are not notice- 
able in the windows, as they 
fill in with the flow of the 
design.

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HUNG BY THE CHIMNEY 
WITH CARE — This scene 
will be re-enacted by millions 
of youngsters the world over 
on the night before Christmas. 
The custom of hanging stock- 
ings for Santa began centuries 
ago in  Amsetrdam, when 
youngsters realized that stock- 
ings could hold more than the 
wooden shoes they had been 
using up to that time. 
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No 
one but old Scrooge denies that 
Christmastide is tne season to 
be our jolliest! To help us in 
our merrymaking we tradition- 
ally call on age-old Christmas 
symbois—the Christmas tree, 
yule log, mistletoe and holly, 
Christmas cards, presents und- 
er the tree, lights and tinsel, 
the wassail bowl, and, of 
course, the stocking hung by 
the chimney with care. 

We've gathered this Christ- 
mas potpourri from centuries 
of folklore and legend around 
the world. For instance, the 
Christmas tree originally sym- 
bolized the Garden of Eden to 
Germans. The Paradeis- 
baum” (tree of Paradise) was 
a central theme of their med- 
ieval mystery plays. When 
these plays were suppressed, 
the tree (usually a fir) was 
brought into the home and 
gradually it became the cus- 
tom to decorate it with cookies 
and fruit at Christmas time. 

Many believe that it was 
Martin Luther who first put 
candles on the Christmas tree. 
Supposedly, while walking 
through the countryside one

Christmas Eve, Luther was 
awed by the sight of the snow- 
tipped evergreens sparkling in 
che moonlight. At home, he 
tried to recreate this effect for 
his family by placing candles 
on their Christmas tree. 
Mistletoe is another symbol 
of Christmas from the annals 
of legend. The ancient Druids 
thought it was sacred. Forests 
in which this precious plant 
grew were dedicated to their 
gods. Legend has it that Druids 
cut mistletoe sprigs with a 
golden knife and hung them 
over their doors. They be- 
lieved this pacified the wood- 
land spirits and that only hap- 
piness could enter while the 
mistletoe was in place. 
Mythology reveals that 
Scandinavians, too, hung mis- 
tletoe over their doorways on 
the first day of winter to ward 
off the evil spirits. To the Ro- 
mans, mistletoe was a symbol 
of peace and when enemies 
met under the "supernatural" 
sprigs, they discarded arms 
and declared a truce. From all 
of these myths and customs, 
mistletoe became a symbol of 
love and gradually, perhaps in- 
evitably, the custom evolved of 
kissing under the mistletoe. 
Holly, which has always 
been a popular Christmas dec- 
oration, was also though to be 
endowed with unusual powers. 
In legend, Christ's crown of 


thorns was made of holly 
leaves. From this emerged the 
custom of Christmas wreaths 
of holly. 

British Saxons were the first 
to gather 'round the wassail 
bowl to toast a joyous season 
and a fruitful New Year. As 
early as the fifth century, they 
passed a golden cup of mead 
wine around the feast table 
with the salutation “Waes 
Hael!” or “Be Whole!" Was- 
sail came to signify the special 
mixture of wine and other 
magic ingredients that every 
Christmas village wassailers 
carried in an immense bowl 
around town, toasting the sea- 
son with their neighbors. The 
idea, though not the same prac- 
tice, spread and the Christmas 
punch bowl today embodise 
the wassail spirit. 

There are many different 
versions of the story of the 
Christmas stocking. Research 
reveals that the only fact which 
can clearly be established is 
that the first Christmas stock- 
ing was fashioned of woolen 
shreds. In the 1600s, St. Nick 
put his gifts in hose of pure 
silk. 

Looking into legend once 
more, we find that the first 
Christmas stocking was really 
hung by the chimney to dry— 
and St. Nick, making his round 
of chimneys on Christmas Eve, 
dropped a bag of gold into the 
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stocking by accident! 

Another tale holds that the 
children of Amsterdam set 
their wooden shoes in the 
chimney corners because they 
believed St. Nicholas wouid 
drop goodies down the chim- 
ney only if he saw shoes there. 
Later, the children hung up 
stockings by the chimney rea- 
soning that shoes couldn't 
stretch and that stockings could 
hold more gifts. 

Burning the yule log is an 
ancient pre-Christian custom 
originating with the Scandinav- 
ians. At their feast of Juul — 
from which we get our “yule- 
tide"—on the first day of win- 
ter, they kindled huge bonfires 
in honor of the god Thor. This 
occasion was a rollicking and 


log. Burning the yule log is 
still a beloved and picturesque 
custom in many rural districts 
around the world. 

During the early period of 
Christianity it was the custom 
in England for the poor to sing 
carols — joyful songs — in 
the streets at Christmas time. 
As they sang from house to 
house, they were given food, 
clothing and money. This is 
one way that today’s Christmas 
caroling might have begun. 

Another story of Christmas 
carols claims that St. Francis 
of Assisi introduced the cus- 
tom of community carol sing- 
ing. St. Francis staged a man- 
ger scene one Christmas with 
real people and animals. The 
onlookers were so delighted 


happy one for the people, and with this pageant that they 
remained when Scandinavia burst into joyous song. Those 
became Christian. In feudal first carolers became as im- 
times, the bringing in of the portant to St. Francis’ Christ- 
great yule log to the wide mas celebrations as modern 
hearth in the baronial hall was carolers are to ours.

ing to many authorities, took 
the place of the pagan custom 
of exchanging gifts at the New 
Year. Early priests suggested 
Christmas gifts, because good 
will, generosity, and kindliness 
are part of the Christmas spirit. 
The first such gifts were called 
"priests! boxes," since the 
priests collected money and 
jewelry in them to distribute 
among the poor at Christmas 
time. The gift-giving tradition 
grew and when’ the Christmas 
tree came along, it was only 
natural to put the presents 
under the tree. 

The Christmas card is prob- 
ably the most recent of our 
cherished and established cus- 
toms. In 1846, Joseph Cun- 
dall, a London artist, claims to 
have sent the first Christmas 
card. It was printed in lithog- 
raphy, and colored by hand. 
Not until 1862, however, did 
the custom obtain a foothold. 
Cards then were inscribed only 
with a simple message. After 
that robins, holly branches, 
embossed figures and land- 
scapes were added. During a 
typical Christmas season these 
days, about two billion greet- 
ing cards are sent in the U. S. 
alone! 

The custom of saying 
“Merry Christmas” to one’s 
friends and neighbors orgin- 
ated with the English long ago. 
They shouted this greeting 
from the window on Christmas 
morning. In a way, every age- 
old symbol of Christmas we 
use during the holiday season 
—- from trimming the tree and 
kissing under mistletoe, to 
caroling and hanging the 
Christmas stocking — has the 
same jolly ring to it: “A Very 
Merry Christmas, and a Happy 
New Year to All!”

SAUERKRAUT - A Basic Food! 


Although most people be- 
lieve that sauerkraut originated 
in Germany, records prove 
that sauerkraut is almost as old 
as civilization. | Workmen 
building the Great Wall of 
China, around 200 B.C., re- 
ceived cabbage fermented in 
wine, a form of sauerkraut, in 
their rations to supplement 
their rice diet. The addition 
of the sauerkraut undoubtedly 
helped to prevent scurvy, beri- 
beri and pellagra. Perhaps if 
the Chinese laborers hadn't 
had sauerkraut to keep them 
healthy, the Great Wall of 
China might never have been 
built. The Tartars introduced 
the fermented cabbage to Ger- 
many, Alsace-Lorraine and 
France. When the Germans 
got around to making and cat- 
ing this food, they called it 
sauerkraut, which freely trans- 
lated means sour cabbage. 

Sauerkraut is simply shred- 
ded cabbage that has been fer- 
mented in a brine of cabbage 
juice plus salt. Originally, it 
was made as a convenient way 
of conserving surplus fresh cab- 


bage for winter consumption. 
Wine or vinegar was used to 
dress down the fresh cabbage 
leaves. Years later, the heads 
were halved or quartered and 
treated the same way. Event- 
ually, someone added salt to 
hasten the fermentation pro- 
cess. By the time the 16th 
century was in full swing, an in- 
ventive person tried shredding 
the cabbage and fermenting it 
with salt alone, and found this 
procedure superior to the old 
wine method of preservation. 
The geographical origin of this 
successful innovation isn't 
known. It is generally believed 
that this advancement in sauer- 
kraut making took place in 
Germany, but some German 
writers state it had Slavic ori- 
gin.

The 16th 
century product, however, 
wasn't comparable to the full- 
flavored sauerkraut we enjoy 
eating today. 

On sailing ships, sauerkraut 
was a staple item in the sea- 
farers’ diet. Captain Cook, the

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18th century English naviga- 
tor, was commended for the 
care he took in protecting the 
health of his crew on his ex- 
ploratory voyages. He attri- 
buted his mariners' good health 
and the absence of scurvy to 
the generous use of sauerkraut 
in their diet. These men knew 
eating sauerkraut would pre- 
vent scurvy, but they didn't 
know why it would. Today, we 
know sauerkraut is an excel- 
lent source of ascorbic acid or 
Vitamin C, which is so essent- 
ial for healthy gums and strong 
bones and teeth. 

In addition to containing 
most all of the vitamins, especi- 
ally Vitamin C, sauerkraut is 
rich in lime, potash, phosphor- 
ous, iron and calcium. Because 
sauerkraut is slightly acid, it 
is naturally protected against 
the destruction of vitamins in 
cooking. Scientific proof has 
been established that vitamins 
resist high temperatures much 
better in an acid medium than 
they do in neutral or alkaline 
mediums. It has also been 
found that sauerkraut is bene- 
ficial in cases of digestive dis- 
turbances. Sauerkraut juice 
strongly stimulates the flow of 
digestive juices in the stomach 
and for this reason it is often 
used as an appetizer. 

Most sauerkraut enthusiasts 
prefer the full mellow flavor 
of raw kraut or kraut that has 
been just heated through. If 
you enjoy mild-flavored foods, 
you will like your sauerkraut 
cooked for a longer period of 
time or blended with other 
food flavors. Sauerkraut and 
apples are a popular duo, par- 
ticularly in German cooking. 
However, there are many other 
tasty combinations. 

Sauerkraut is especially 
good with bland vegetables, 
such as peas and potatoes. The 
addition of one raw potato 
will soften the kraut flavor 
and thicken juice slightly at the 
same time. Sauerkraut baked 
in tomatoes is delicious. To 
prepare, simply hollow med- 
ium-sized tomatoes. Add to- 
mato pulp to an equal amount 
of bread crumbs and an equal 


amount of sauerkraut. Season 
with salt, pepper and a few 
drops of onion juice. Fill the 
tomato shells. Place in a 
greased baking dish, sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs and bake 
20 minutes in a hot oven. 

Another recipe that we 
found appealing is “Kraut Ring 
with Swedish Meat Balls”. It 
will make a wholesome main 
dish for hearty appetites. Try 
it and see. We think you'll like 
it. 


Kraut Ring with 
Swedish Meat Balls 


(Makes 6 servings) 
pound ground beef 
1/2 cup of soda cracker 
crumbs 
| egg, slightly beaten 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1/8 teaspoon nutmeg 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups of beef bouillon 
1 No. 2-1/2 can sauerkraut 


(or 3-1/2 cups bulk 
kraut ) 
Combine beef, cracker 


crumbs, egg, salt, pepper and 
nutmeg. Shape into 18 balls. 
Melt butter or margarine in 
skillet; add meat balls and 
brown well. Remove meat 
from skillet; and flour to drip- 
pings in skillet and blend. Cook 
to brown slightly. Gradually 
stir in bouillon and continue 
stirring until thickened. Add 
meat balls to gravy in skillet; 
cover and cook 20 to 25 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 
Place sauerkraut in saucepan 
and cook over moderate heat, 
covered, until thoroughly heat- 
ed. Drain juice from kraut, re- 
serving liquid for vegetable 
juice cocktail. Firmly press 
kraut in to ring mold. Turn out 
onto platter. Place meat balls 
in center of ring and top with 
the gravy.

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German Pilot Finds 
His World War Il Aircraft 
At Willow Grove 

“I flew that seaplane off the 
Prinz Eugen in 1944," Com- 
mander Hans W. Noack, 41, 
of the West German Navy said 
in disbelief. 

The Commander was amaz- 
ed at seeing the Arado AR- 
196A, while taking a tour of 
Willow Grove Naval Air Sta- 
tion, where he is attending 
school for helicopter anti- 
submarine warfare. 

Then he unfolded an almost 
unbelievable story. 

Here, almost 20 years after 
WWII, was one of the three 
German Arado 196A sea- 
planes in which he had flown 
on 120 missions, while assign- 
ed aboard the Prinz Eugen as 
an adversary. 

“I thought the plane was 
destroyed at Bikini Atoll along 
with the Prinz Eugen during 
the first massive atomic bomb 
tests. It’s like turning back the 
pages of time and history,” he 
said excitedly. 

The Prinz Eugen, WWII 

German Heavy Cruiser, was 
utilized as a raider against 
Allied naval and merchant 
ships and is credited with sink- 
ing over 500,000 tons of ship- 
ping. 
The 120 missions flown by 
Comdr. Noack in the three 
Arado ARI96A scaplanes 
were in the form of armed 
reconnaissance and antisub- 
marine defense of the Prinz 
Eugen. 

Armament for the Arado 
included 250 pound bombs, 
two 20mm cannon and three 
machine guns. 

Comdr. Noack was one of 
three pilots assigned to the 
German cruiser, in addition to 
three naval aviation observers. 

He recalls one incident 
when he almost became a sta- 
tistic. 

He said, “On one mission, 
although contrary to doctrine 
and strictly forbidden, | made 
three firing runs on a floating 
mine. On the third run, the 
mine exploded with such force, 
that fragments riddled the 
Arado to the extent that it 
barely remained airborne." 

He continued, “The canopy 
was blasted away and I was 
barely able to climb to, and 
maintain an altitude of 200 
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PT boat operations. The small 
rocky islands and coasts al- 
lowed the PTs to escape radar 
detection and it was the job 
of the Arado seaplanes of the 
Prinz Eugen to locate and de- 
stroy them. Comdr. Noack at- 
tacked many of them. 

The Prinz Eugen was deliv- 
ered to Boston after WWII, 
and later moved to Philadel- 
phia, where the Arado AR- 
196A was removed and deliv- 
ered to Willow Grove Naval 
Air Station. 

Comdr. Noack is married to 
the former Ilse Waltemate, 
daughter of Fritz Waltemate 
from Bremerhaven. The No- 
acks have one child, Hans 
Herman, 8. They reside at Kiel,

The Prinz Eugen operated 
in the area of the Baltic Sea, 
which was ideal for Russian
